To His Excellency, Mason Brayman, Governor, and the 
Honorable Council and House «f Representatives of the 
Territory of Idaho. : 


GENTLEMEN: ln aecordance with law I have the honor 
to submit my Biennial Report as Treasurer of Idaho Territory 
for the fiscal years 1875 and 1876, ending October 31st, 1876. 

By referring to the statement of the Bonded Indebtedness 
of the Territory it will be seen that there has been $21,964.80 
of the new ten per cent. bonds exchanged for old bonds, 
leaving $43,075.00 old bonds unexchanged with interest unpaid 
since December Ist, 1875. ` 

I have been unable to negotiate the sale of any of the new 
bonds, although proposals for purchase of new bonds were 
advertised in accordance with the Act of January 8th, 1875 ; 
but such bids as were received could not be accepted for the 
reason that they did not comply with the provisions of the law. 

One objection to the new bonds is that they are not made 
payable in U: S. gold coin, but by construction may be paid in 
silver coin. 

Parties holding old bonds claim that they should have the 
right to exchange their bonds on the same basis that the Terri- 
tory is willing to sell the new bonds in the market, ?. e., at ten 

er cent. diseount; and that the new bonds should be made 
payable in U. 8. gold coin.
